Rushing: Torrents Put

Lexington, Ky., December 22.— 
Flood waters swept through West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Tennessee Wed- 
nesday, claiming lives, isolating com- 
munities and causing heavy property 
damage. 

Eight men are believed to have been 
killed. 

Near cloudbursts brought swirling 
torrents from the hills too quickly 
for effective warning. 

At Cattletsburg, Ky., 14 men at 
work on a span of an immense new 
bridge being thrown across the Big 
Sandy river were tumbled into the 
iey water when the rush smashed 
the supports. Rescuers dragged nine 
to safety a few minutes later. No 
trace of the other five have been 
found, 

Seven of the nine rescued were in- 
jured by the falling steel and super- 
structure and one, Lander Ellis, of 
Gladys, W. Va, died a short time 
later. 

Business Houses Damaged. 

Williamson, W. Va., in a narrow 
valley between high hills, was flood- 
ed without warning by a sudden rise 
in the Tug river during the after- 
noon. Business houses were damaged.

Only One Way Out. 

There is only one way out. And 
that is through a bond issue, Dr. 
Bradfield told a Constitution reporter. 
At a low figure, Dr. Bradfield esti- 
mated that the necessary improvemen’s 
and additions would cost $1,500, 000, 
and “that would be a low enough price 
to pay for protection from tubere- 
losis and the salvaging of those who 
have the disease,” he said. 

Some time ago such a bond issue 
was proposed and included in a joint 
issue, but was stricken out before the 
issue wasévoted upon.

A bond issue of $1,500,000 would 
provide new, fireproof quarters of suf- 
ficient capacity to do away with the 
waiting list, Dr. Bradfield said. “The 
first step upon the passage of a 
bond issue would be to tear down 
the present firetrap and erect on the 
site a modern, up-to-date sanitarium 
where enough beds could be provided 
to take care of those who apply for 
treatment. 

“In the new hospital,” he said, “we 
would have cases separated in wards, 
Under the present situation we must 
place advanced cases and incipients in 
the same room, with the result that 
when the incipient looks at the ad- 
vanced case, he becomes depressed and 
half of the batile is lost. 

Kighty per cent of the cases af 
Battle Hill are advanced stages of 
tuberculosis, while a few are moder- 
ately advanced. Practically no incipi- 
ent cases are at the sanitarium 
present.

held against the Detroit club. 


Killilea negotiated for the sale of 
the letters which clouded the names 
of Speaker and Cobb, but declined to 
name the sum paid Leonard for “sell- 
out out,” although the amount was 
reported to have been $20,000. Kil- 
lilea said he turned the letters over 
to Ban Johnson, president of the 
American league, who started an im- 
mediate investigation. finally turning 
the evidence over to Commissioner K. 
M. L andis, 

President Johnson refused to make 
a formal statement concerning the 
newest scandal, but said he would is- 
sue one after he had time to digest 
fully the raass of evidence which was 


‘Throwing Game’ 
Charges Untrue, 
Says Mrs. Cobb 


Augusta, Ga., December 22. 
(P)— “He may have his faults. 
but dishonesty is not one of 
them,” Mrs. Tyrus R. Cobb 
said today in commenting on 
the charges brought against 
her husband in baseball’s lat-

“I believe that Mr. Cobb 
has completely answered the 
accusations,” she added, “and 
I wish only to add that I know 
the charges are untrue in ev- 
ery detail.

Johnson hinted that Cobb and 
Speaker saw the impending crash com- 
ing and resigned before the scandal 
became public. He declared, further- 
more, that his campaign against 
gambling would be carried on with 
increasing vigor, and any players 
found guilty of any infraction of base- 
ball laws cr conduct would be imme- 
diately driven out of the game. 

“This thing of betting on ball games 
was a common practice previous to 
the world’s series of 1919,” Johnson 
said. .““Now we have got most of that 
type of piayers out of the major 
leagues anc we will not tolerate any 

wagering against if we know about 
it. 1 know that the club owners of 
the American league are back of me 
inthis regard.’ 

The explosion revealed that basebail 
now has a police or surveillance sys- 
tem that keeps the players constantly 
under obsevvation. This system has 
been in operation since Commissioner 
Landis assumed control of the nation- 
sl sport.

ADDED TO MUSEUM 
ATOGLETHORPE 


An old newspaper, The Federal 
Union, printed on March 28, 1837, in 
Milledgeville, Georgia, was recently 
extracted from the cornerstone of the 
main building of old Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity by H. D. Allen, of Milledge- 
ville, who immediately forwarded it 
to the Atlanta institution, which bears 
that name. The cornerstone will also 
be brought to Oglethorpe in the near 
future. These relics will be added 
to the university museum, which is 
only in the incipient state. 

The paper contains a program of 
the ceremonies at the laying of the 
cornerstone for the main building of 
old Oglethorpe, and likewise contains 
many stories which are of interest to 
the people of today, for they furnish 
excellent contrasts between condi- 
tions at that time with those of the 
present time, It is a relic of great 
value observers say, because it was 
printed on the day of the founding of 
one of the first universities in the 
south, marking, at least, the beginning 
of education in the state of Georgia. 

The paper carries many interesting 
stories which are of historical value. 
In one it hints in several ways about 
the gathering trouble which was to 
lead to the civil war. The slave ques- 
tion was, of course, the main topic of 
discussion at this time.

Chief Saying Outlook for 
Auto Industry Better. 


New York, December 22.—Ther- 
was some scattered selling of rails 
partiy on less favorable November 
railway earnings statements and part- 
ly on a decrease in freight car load- 
ings compared with last year, the first 
time this hag occurred this year when 
no holiday was involved.

Two reasons are usually given 
by holders of stocks for not taking 
profits. One is the hope that next year 
there will be a further reduction in 
the income paid on such profits. The 
other and more general reason‘is found 
in the question which holders of 
stocks showing paper profits are ask- 
ing themselves: “If I sell this stock 
what will I do with the money?’ In 
one case stocks will be held until there 
is definite information regarding 
next year’s income tax rates. The oth- 
er problem is the hardest one to 
solve.

MELLETT DEFENDANTS

Mazer admitted he had bought a .38 
calibre gun during 1925, but said it 
had been stolen from him before Mel- 
let was slain. Ballistic experts have 
testified that Mellet was slain with a 
5 Calibre steel tipped bullets. 

Mazer said he had _ once visited 
Mellett’s office to ask retraction of an. 
article in the Canton Daily News. He 
said there were no threats made dur- 
ing the visit. 

Rudner denied meeting McDermott 
and Kascholk in Massillon 9n July 8 
and 9. He gave a detailed description 
of his movements the night of the 
murder and branded as “an absolute 
falsehood” the allegation that he mét 
MeDermott in Massillon on July 26 
and gave McDermott money. 

His story concerning his movements 
on July 8 and 9, supported defense 
testimony given previously. 

He told of attending a party on the 
night of July 15, and the subsequent 
automobile ride which lasted until 3

bushels under the official forecast had 
but little effect as a counterbalance 
to the government report showing win- 
ter wheat seeding in the United States 
is 2,000,000 acres larger than last 
rear. 

7 Lesides, December wheat deliveries 
here today were more liberal, 364, 
bushels, and cash prices were easier. 

General demand for wheat was about 
as slow as it was brisk the previous 
day. Export business in North 
American wheat appeared to be at a 
virtual standstill. 

Meanwhile, advices were at hand 
that first arrivals of new crop Argen- 
tine wheat will reach Great Britain 
Januery 24, that shipments from Ar- 
gentina are expected to be of normal 
volume by January 19, and that this 
wheat should be generally availabl> 
in England about January 31. Asser- 
tions heretofore bave been current 
that Argentine wheat would not be 
available in Europe until March, and 
that during the interim 100,000,000 
bushels from North America must be 
bought. 

Prospects of colder weather tended 
to pull down the corn market. Oats 
gave way Owing to sympathy with de- 
clines in other grain. 

Packers selling of lard weakened 
the provision markct.
